alſo, that a very few Days after the Laſt Day for each Payment, to be 


made by the Contributors, he Paid into the Exchequer the Exact Balance 
of All which he had then Received to a Penny ; 2nd Delivered the 
Accounts thereof, from Time to Time, to the Commiſſroners of Accounts 
on Oath : So that, during his Receipt, he Paid the Full Balance of his 
Account Three Times upon Oath 5 which is more than ever any Re- 
ceiver did before And at the End of his Receipt he Deliver'd an Ac- 


count of the Whole, not only to the Commiſſtoners of Accounts, but alſo 


into the Treaſury ; and all his ſaid Payments appear on Record in the 
Exchequer. 

He alſo on the 18th of July delivered to the Commiſſioners of the 
Lottery an Account of his Receipts and Payments to that Time ; by 
which it appears he had then Paid into the Exchequer all the Money he 


had then Receiv'd. 


There is Reaſon to believe his Accounts were very Strictly Examined 


by the Commiſſuoners of Accounts, for that he happening to have made 
an Error of Two Pence, in the Diſcount of the 14th of Auguſt, they 


found it out, and acquainted him thereof. | 
It is well known that the Firſt 500, ooo J. he Receiv'd, was by him 


| Receiv*d Publickly from every Body, who Offered their Money without 
any Diſtintion ; and of the other 493,000 7. the Firſt Payment on. 
about 2co, ooo J. was taken by Mint Receipts for Plate, which were by 


the Act to be taken in the Firſt Payment; and all the Reſidue thereof 
was taken by a Liſt delivered to him of Members of Parliament, and 
others : And in July laſt he Deliver'd to the Commiſſioners of Accounts, 
on Oath, a Liſt of the Names of all the Contributors, and the reſpective 


Sums by them Contributed. 


By the Act it is Provided, That for ſuch Plate as was brought to the 
Mint to be Coined, on or before the 14th of May, 1711, the Officers 
of the Mint ſhould give Receipts ; which Receipts were, by the Act, 
to be taken as Money on the ſaid Claſſes, and the Money Coined from 
that Plate was Paid into the Exchequer, and not to the Receiver : So 
that the ſaid Mint Receipts were of no other Uſe to Mr. Blunt, than as 
Vouchers for his Accounts, as the Talleys are for the Money by him 
Paid into the Exchequer.
